Yuan Tries to Call German
Consul to Account for Rec- -
ognition of Rebel Cause

HONOLULU CHINESE
EAGERLY SCAN NEWS

Nationalists Expect Power of
President in the North
to Wane

{Special Cabie to Liberty News)

SHANGHAI, China, Jan, 28 —After
an eight hours engagement, the revo-
lutionary forces succeeded in forcing
their way into Singan, the capital of
Shensi province, yesterday, and the
garriscn is now in the hands of the
revolutionists. The attack was made
by soldiers from the districts near
the capital, and the monarchists maae
a strong stand, but were outnumbered.

The military governor of this pro-
vince is reported missing, and it is
believed that he has made his way
to Honan. 'This province is the, third
province in the morth thit has gone
over to the revolutionists sud only
Chili and parts of Shansi remain to
be attacked by the rebels.

Revolutionary troops from Yunnan
made an attack on two strongholds
in the province of Hunan, and have
already captured three districts in
this province., Chang Sha, the zapital,
is still in the hands of Yuan's troops,
and it is the one stronghold of the
monarchists in this province. Yun-
nan troops will make an attack on the
capital city this week, according to
Iate reports.

Yuan Shih-Kai, fearing that the
troops of Chang Sha may go over to
the revolutionists, has ordered the
troops of Yao Chao to relieve them.

Yuan Shih-Kal ordered the seccre-
tary of foreign affairs™in Peking to
confer with the German minister
there. The German minigter stated
today why @rmany recognized Yuan
Shih-Kal. The German minister stat-
ed that according to international law
the nation had a perfect right to rec-
ognize the Yunnan goveyrnment as
independent,

When the news reached, Honolulu
this morning that the province of
Shensi had gone over to the revolu-
tionists, hundreds of Chinese in sym-
pathy with the National party move-
;ment gathered in front of the big bul-
letin board of the. Liberty News to
read the results.

One Chinese said this morning, as
he finished ;t;adlng the news fiom
China: “Now that Shensi has join-
ed Shansi and Shantung, Yuan's pow-
er in the north of China is decreasing.
It would not be surprising to hear of
revolutionary victories in Chill or to-

nan.”

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 28—
Louis Dembitz Brandeis, noted Bos-
ton lawyer, author and economist, was
today appointed by President Wilson
as associate justice of the U. 8. su-
preme court to succeed the late Jo-
seph R. Lamar.

The nomination of Mr. Brandeis was

a complete surprise to official circies
as he had not before been mentioned
in connection with the position. The
names of A. Mitchell Palmer of Penn-
sylvania, ex-President Taft, Senator
Elihu Root and others had been heard
but it was not known that the presi
dent was considering Brandeis.
The new appointee was born at
Louisville in 1856 and admitted to the
bar in 1878, taking his law degree at
Harvard. He has practised at Bos
ton since 1879 and has won & nation-
wide reputation as a brilliant student
and practitioner, being particularly
well known for his municipal fights in
Boston and his appearances before
the Interstate Commerce Commission
and other bodies. He is an authority
on franchises, rates and similar tech
uical subjects.

Brandeis is the first Jew ever ap-
pointed to the u. 8. supreme bench.
He is regarded in Washington as an
eminent authority on sclentific man-
agement and labor trust questions.
He was counsel for Louis Glavis in
the Ballinger-Pinchot Investigation
which resulted in the retirement of
Richard A. Ballinger as secretary of
the interior, and was at the forefront
in demanding an investigation of the
affairs of the New Haven railroad.
